Ho 
must carry also the official ci rtificale 
wfth him that he is in pUhi EtiKlish a 
tramp, imd mu.st liesides walk for 
nine hours or work that Iouk Is-fore he 
can pet the fix m 1 and lotlginp. lu (ler- 
many the government even preserihes 
the least numljer of iniles a tramp shall 
walk in a day. 

Theoftieial eertiffe.ate which he must 
in every case pro.luce shows just what 
he is and where he came from last, or he 
is .arrestisl and sent to the hou.^ of cor- 
rection. 

The labor colonies, pure and simple, 
however, pr niise the most hois-ful svilu- 
tion of the tramp ipiestion. The station 
almshousi* and friendly inns give teiu- 
jsirary relief and eiuploymetit. The 
colonies promise {lermanent ref.irm. It 
is here that the work of gisid Parson 
Von IJislelschwingh conu s in. 

He Isiught a farmhuu.-i* and some 
wild lands m ar Uieh held, where he lived, 
borrowing the purchase money. The 
Working theorj' with which he began 
his task was this: Ke«*i» the vaL'rnnt al- 
ways hu.-y. He must work his due pro- 
portion of the time at regular stuteil 
hours. He must sleep the regular stated 
time, he mu.st pray duniig the allotted 
jieriod, or at least go through the iu<v 
tions of it. Not one hour is alloweil 
him to relai>se into his old idle habits. 
‘•Pray and work” i.s the motto of all the 
German lalwr coloni.*«, of which there 
arc now several, estahlishe.l on the 
foundation lai.l down hy the jMirson 
with the name. 

This genuine lalior reformer auiioniice.s 
that f'KKl, lolging and moderate p.*iy 
will he given to all who work under hi.s 
rcgulatiou.s. The fooil and luilgii.g are 
•if sufficiently fair (luality, the ju»y is 
five cents a day, which would amount to 
is-rhajis fifteen cents in America. 

The man ri.*ceivi*s no money, however. 
He gets orders on the store which is 
maintaineU on the farm. Money he 
c<Jiild sjs-nd for liquor or make his es- 
caiH* with. Nohoily, however feeble, is 
excii-sed from work; something is found 
to eiiiplo}* all. A man may stay at the 
laljor colonies two years and m.ist stay 
thret* or four montiis. The wora of this 
vagrant colony hoa changed ti,e wild 
lands of the farm into a hlis>ming gar 
den and lieantifnl landscape. 

The liest part of the story is. however, 
that the ]iarson and his aids ffnd thi)t 
only one man in twenty is an incorrigi- 
ble vagrant. Fiftt*en |ier cent of the 
jiersons discharged from the lain ir colm 
uies go into iM-rumnent situations, and 
oue-folirth of thi>se who have left the 
colonies are known to have become re- 
siiectahle citizens. 

The union of public with private char- 
ity in Germany has resulted well.
